THE POWEE OF HYDRAULICS. 

How 100-Ton Guns are Lifted from one 
Place to, Another. 

The' follotving is "the conclusion of a 
letter from the special correspondent 

of tho London "Times," tho first part 
of which has already uppoared ; 

"Wo now coiiio to tlio point of tbo 
groatoet pra'jtlcul interest. From tho 
roaulta of their o.\.peritueuts they 
ionnod a table, which shows the great- 
est amount of work in projecting ii shot 
that eau be obtained per pound of 
jiowdor from ii charge in any gnu. 
When the charge is lired it begins to 
push the shut lorwiird. If tho gun 
be very short, so that tho siiotcan es- 
cape from the pressure at ouco, the 
velocity given to it will be small, bo- 
onuse the gases, etc. , have only jni-shed 
it for a short time. .-V weight that is 
hard to start in niotiou — say, for in- 
stance, a large snowball — can be made 
to go fust enough afterwards if the 
pushing forco never ceases. Thus, 
within practical limits, tho longer a 
projectile is kept under tbo iutluonco 
of tho lired charge, tho greater will be 
tbo velocity. Hence the value of a 
long gun. Now, in the table of wbiob 
we are speaking, this taken into ac- 
count, and ^vo have the interior of tho 
gun measured by the number of times 
it would cuiitaiu a given charge; these 
rnultiiiles of the bulk of the charge are 
called voUiuies of expausiou. Thus, 
if a charge be one foot long, and tho 
whole bore of the gun ten feet long, 
there will bo ten volumos of expansion, 
and looking at the table wo iiud that 
each pound of powder will give, if it 
exerts Its whole force, about 107 foot 
tons of work which is etorea up in 
the shot and ready to be exerted ou 
tbo target. But part of the force of 
tlie powder is lost iu diflerout ways, 
chielly by its giving away a part of its 
boat to the gun ; therefore, a certain 
per-centage, different for each gun, 
must be deducted. This percentage 
of loss is less iu large guns than lu 
small. It ij.ns been ascertained oxaet- 
ly fur all the guns iu the service up to 
the :lsLon gun,ftud isestiiuated ataboiit 
ten per cent for tbo lUO ton guns. 
The Italian oflSoers haveacco|)tod these 
couclusioua and tbo table as given, and 
it is most remarkable that before the gun 
hail been lired once calcuhitious wore 
made iu Piome as to the effect which 
dill'eroiit charges would produce. 
These calculations were handed to 
some of us on the pontoon, and so 
great was their accuracy that for the 
charge of 155 kilogrammes they pre- 
dicted a velocity lor tho shot which 
may be said to have been exactly 
right. Their caleulateJ velocity gave 
1,5U;) feet; the velocity found by Bou- 
lange's apparatus was 1,500 feet. If 
your readers have taken the trouble to 
follow so far, they will now uiulerstan d 
bow the i:^ls\vick hriu were able to 
build a gnu and deliver it without trial 
to tbo italiau Government, staking 
their reputation on the fact that, with- 
out undue strain, it would produce a 
certain effect. Tbo largest cbaigo 
fired in any gun up to tho time when 
the lOU ton gun was ilosigued amount- 
ed to 1 10 pounds. The power asked 
for by tlio Italian (ioverninent would 
require a ohargo of 300 pounds, or 
nearly so, to propel a 'i.OtlO pound shot 
with the reiiuired velocity of l,'i.")0 feet 
per second. In order to leave room 
for further develoimient of power, the 
jiowder chamber was made largo 
eiiougli to take comfortably a charge 
of :! U) ])ound.s, and with that charge 
ihe gun has been lired, giving tbo re- 
sults we have already described, and 
the lulenial strain has not risen above 
a jiressure uf lH touH t>n the S(juare 
inch. Tho effect ou the gun itself has 
been — nothing. Wheu an Armstrong 
gun is first fired during its i;r(Jo{ 
chuigos,its parts got their final'settlo- 
ment into place, and the result with 
tho lOU toll gun has boon, as is gener- 
ally till! cas(!, a ralli(;r linuer grip (jf 
the steol tube by the wrought iron 
coils. It bas given a very slight con 
traction of tbo bore— about throo- 
thousandlbs of an inch. Such has been 
the answer of the big gun to tho forces 
tending to rent it asunder. It bas 
tightened instead uf loosoniiig itself. 
Tin; (ULT.AT Foiii'i; oi' nvDiiAri.ic riu'.s- 
si'iu:. 

Tbo saiiio answer bas been given by 
tbo carriage, with its hydraulic appar- 
atus. Nothing over wont wrong with 
it, but one day it showed a tendency 
to bo a little obstinate in continuing 
tho motion imparted to it after the 
handle had boon brought to the p.oint 
of stoppage. Tho uioveniont was al- 
most inappreciable,butit was sufficient 
to show that there must be a slight 
leak Homowbere. On examination, some 
tow wticb had been left by the work- 
men was found in Iho cylinder. It 
was extracted, and the whole apparatus 
was then, as it is uow,iu perfect oidor. 
The cxpeiimont of tightening the 
springs over the esoape-valves bas 
shown that with an equal charge the 
recoil can be checked and brought to 
rest at a shorter distance than at lirst, 
without increase to tho ])rossuro on 
the cylinders. Ho tbo recoil apparatus 
has albo more than fulfilled the pro- 
mise. 

Part of the system, and an important 
part, too, is tbo compact liltio ebgine 
for forcing the water into tho various 
cyliiiJerK. Like tho other portions of 
this wonderful apparatus for destroy- 
isg tbe ot any ebip yet designed, 



tho engine seems intended to work as 
nearly as possible without giving 
trouble to anybody, it bns hardly 
had a fair chance, bocau.so tho i-ougb 
old boiler put on board tho pontoon 
to drive tbo engino is out of order and 
gives much trouble. Yet even with 
this difficulty, tho engine itself bas 
shown its capabilities, and been only 
less interesting than tho gun. Wheu 
tho guu is to be used on board nbip, 
steam will be turned on from tho main 
boilers, and instantly all is iu order. 
Tho engine begins at once to work at 
pumping llio water. But the gun is 
not required to move, nnr the sponge 
to outer tbo born, until tlie work of 
war begins. So the engine using a 
very small ([jautily (jf Bteam — not 
enough to mako any appreciable dif- 
ference to tbo great ship's boilers — 
pumps water against the resistance of 
a valvo loaded to tbo weight of about 
fifty atmospheres. All tbo work of 
moving the gun or tho sjiongo is done 
at a lessjn'ossure; llierefore, when tbe 
handles are untouched tho valvo just 
named only allows water to pass slow- 
ly back into tho tank from which it 
bas just come, and tho engine creeps 
with a blow motion, doing liille work. 
But now let tbe word he given to run 
tho guu out or depre.-is its muzzle for 
loading. Tbe proiJOi handle is moved 
in o.be'dienco to tbo word of command, 
avalve opbus, and tbe little engine, 
having now coiujijiratively easy work 
to ])erfcirm, sols oil' at a gallop to do 
it. Moaiiwliilc tbo valvo that formerly 
let tho water pass slowly back into the 
tank closes by tbe force of its spring 
and tbe water rushes off to the cylin- 
ders. The required movement having 
been made, the bundle is put again at 
stojj. No water can now pass to move 
sponge or gun, so tbe engine betakes 
itself again to its monotonous creeping 
yisyi^bean labor of pumping tho water 
slowly out of the tank and into it 
again. This delightful littlo engine 
was designed by Mr. llendel. 

But wo have not yet arrived at the 
end of tho marvels connected with the 
great guii. Unfortunately, it can nei-

and lifted from ouo place to sojourn 
in another; and it can nut be cut up 
into [)arts. Thero it is— 100 tons of 
metal, every pound of which must 
move together. Iu tnitb, this was at 
lirst a formidable difficulty to tbe Ital- 
ian naval authorities. Tbey had no 
means ot dealing with such an ouor- 
mous weight, nor could they borrow 
any from their ni ighbur.-^. In this dilli- 
culty they applied to Mlswick. Again 
tbo irrositiLiblo po^vei of water was 
called into requisitiou. lu process of 
time there arose on a wharf in the ar- 
senal, first, a low, heavily built octa- 
gonal tower of masonry, then ou tbo 
top of it certain gigantic iron beams, 
girders, and cylinders, with corres- 
pou.ling pistons. When all were in 
place they formed a strange and mon- 
strous structure. The tower was GU 
feet wide at the base. On its top was 
a strange skoleton composed of an iron 
frame work (now painted a bright ver- 
luilliou) which rearoLl its heiul I'J'i feet 
in tbo air, and loaned outward from 
tbe top of the tower, balanced by a 
counter weight of 315 tons. Tho whole 
was able to revulvo round tho top of 
tbe tower on five rollers. From the 
extreme to]) hung a cylinder and out 
of tbo cylinder cuiiic^ a [iislun, with 
means at the bottom for attaching 
weights to it. Beneath the arched roof 
of the tower was a little engine, like the 
Olio on board the pontoon, with its 
pumps and po\ve-r u{ cicciiing or gal- 
lo[)ing. Tbe whole arrangement form- 
ed a hyilraulic craiio ca[)ablo of lifting 
a weight loU tons from ono spot to a 
height of iO feet, swinging it round, 
balanced by tbo counter-weight, and 
setting it down again 130 feed froTu 
its original position, for the "rake" uf 
the crane, or lean outward from the 
ciMitrc of the tower to the extreme t(jp 
of tbo crane a frail stage swung i;i mid 
air; on that stage ouo man can stand, 
and by touching a handle, raise tbo 
100 ton gun, or half a do/.en '1') ton guns 
at once, swing theni with slow steady 
motion , and set them down again as 
gently as a mother would her baby. 
Such weights are beyond the c qjacUy 
of chains to manage without danger. 
Hence tbo necessity for the new de- 
vice of a crane, the piston , of which 
slioukl lift dire(!t,ly, acting both as ele- 
vator and means of suspension. Ad- 
mir.al Franklin was kind ouough to 
have steam got up yesttu'day for bis 
Erglisb visitors, and we saw a shij/s 
boiler, weiglnng -10 tons, lifted and 
moved at jileasun!. Tlio hydraulic 
crane was the liist invention which 
made tliu name of ArmstrGUg famous, 
and the peculiai' features of this new 
and most gigantic ono yet made were 
devised by tue iirm. All tho requi- 
site power is obtained by tho one little 
but strong engine pumping up a small 
column of water.

Melboubmh, Australia, 

Aug. 17th, 1855. 

Afv Dkau Fathhh: .Vfter having left 
Uavannah in the latter days of December, 
in tho ship Santa Cruz, fur Rio Janeiro, 1 
left again, April 'ildi, in the ship Bella of 
Liverpool, commanded by Cajdain Eir- 
quet, (sic,) bound for Now Orlouns and 
Now York, in order to take ship at New 
Orleans, whence I wanted to return to 
Havannah, and thence to Spain. But in 
Ihi) night of the second day, April iiCith, 
or, ratluir, in the dawn of the 27tli, we 
saw tha that the shi]) was half full of 
water. Wo were in tho cabin drinking 
tho wino and brandy which tho captain 
had given us to keep his birthday, (,/iM/a,) 
but when we got on deck we found tho 
ciqitsin and his mate (cdio) and tho pilot 
(who had been still on board, a thing that 
much astonished mo) had abandoniMl us. 
There is no doubt that the three thieves 
{Idilroiici) had made their preparations to 
loau the ship before escajiing themselves, 
whereuoon we five got into th" louueu 
(/,.„.,o;.«) «fi. 1 imwiig letched a passen- 
ger (some English or French Count 
(conde) lam not certain which,) who was 
ill in his berth; and after two days, thanks 
to our lady, we fell in with tho Khi[) Os- 
prey, iu which we arrived in Melbourne 
on the '29ih of last month, whero is 
now in the land of gold, your Hfreeti(inate 
ton Kayjio.v Oi'.TKziioi i. 

Messrs. ]3axter A Co. have got, it is said, 
a catling of this paragraph. A cutting, 
of course, i)urporting to come from an 
old l).ipe'r, could easily bo fabricated; but 
accor.iiug to E. K. Karshiko, liaymoii 
Ortezegui is on his way to Eng- 
land, ond is going to bring with him the 
volume of the Diario, with tho enlire 
paper, and it is also said that he has been 
shown the Chili photograph, and has im- 
mediately recognized it as that of tho 
young Fnglisliman, in company with whom 
lio was .javed. Mr. Karslako very dis- 
creetly adds that "tho matter may ob- 
viously lead to important results; on tho 
other hand it may pos-ibly lead to noth- 
ing." Tho story \i certainly a very cari- 
ons one, and it is perhaps as well to aus- 
))end our judgment upon it until Mr. 
Kaymoa Ortezegui arrives in England. —
